Some Interesting Stories Told by the Experts Who are Behind the Counter and 
Who are the Best Jewelry Appraisers in the World. 


The pawnshops of any big city are a sight worth 
studying, and in New York as might naturally be 
supposedPthey are of the greatest variety Imaxinable. 

In @hat is known among the elect as the “‘smart’”’ 
pawnbroker’s shop you usher yourself into a long, 
narrow corridor and turn to the right, where various

doors open into partitioned places about the size of 
prison cells, furnished with extreme simplicity, the 
furnishing consisting of a high stool,a shelf and a 
grated window. A bulb of incandescent light throws 
its radiance on the shelf so that whatever object is ex- 
posed for barter may have its weaknesses unfeelingly 
shown. Having timidly hoisted yourself to the high 
stool you ring an electric button and wait for what 
happens. 

You have long to wait; it Is no part of the fashion- 
able pawnbroker’s scheme to hurry, and thereby give 
you the impression that he is anxious to take your 
wares, At the end of five, ten, fifteen minutes, you 
are suppliant. You worry. as to whether be will take 
what you have to offer, and have almost reached the 
point of shamed departure when a face appears at the 
window—only a face, nothing more—except the red tie 
in which is pinned a fine stone, and overtopping both 
an expression that seems to have gathered in itself a 
reflection of the hardest substance in the world, the 
only substance in which the pawnbroker cares to deal. 

An experienced pawnbroker bas this to say upon the 
subject: ‘ 

“The people who come in to write stories for the 
papers are all wrong,” he explains, “They expect me 
to have a lot of sentimental stuff to tell them about 
fallen fortunes, poor girls out of work who pawn their 
wedding rings and mothers sacrificing heirloomsto put 
bread in the children’s mouths, Nothing of the kind. 
[ don’t know what people pawn their diamonds for 
and I don’t care. Itis a purely commercial transac- 
tion and is treated as such. The bell rings, there is a 
little conversation through the window and an expert 


appraises the value of the article, that is all.” 

‘But when your friends—your acquaintances—come, 
don’t they explain ?” 

A look that seems to appraise your mentality as a 
stone with certain well defined flaws in it comes through 
the bars. 

“My friends? Well, when they come for money they 
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expect to get ipwithout offering anything in return.” 

“Oh! But you are so near the Rialto. Are there no 
tearful stories concerning the pawning of actresses’ 
gems ?”’ 

“ Actresses’ gems! That’s another newspaper yarn, 
Once in a while a chorus girl comes in to get rid of 
some present a Johnny has given her to buy herself 
something she really needs, but there are not any such 
great amounts of diamonds received by the theatrical 
profession. Times are hard and the value of the dia- 
mond to-day is almost twice what it was a couple of 
years ago. The men who buy diamonds buy them be- 
cause it is a good investment, and when they fail or 
need ready money for some financial reason they pawn 
their stones just as they would sell a security, nothing 
more or less. More than 85 per cent of the people who 
get money on their stones redeem them before the time 
is up.” 

“And the society women who pawn their Jewels and 
have false stones made to imitate the real, so as to de- 
ceive their husbands?” It is a treasured story and it 
seems hard to have that, too, slip away. 

“Absolute nonsense! Those stories all come from 
the makers of imitation stones, who want to advertise 
their wares. According to their tales, there isn’t a 
member of society who is not wearing paste Jewelry 
and locking up the real. In the first place I have not 
noticed that society people are any more anxious to 
spend ready money than the people who haven’t as 
much money, and to get any kind of a necklace, tiara, 
bracelet or other piece would cost a great deal if the imi- 
tation was good for anything. As an expert I would say 
that such a thing as an imitation diamond does not exist; 
the very best imitation can be easily detected by any one 
who is familiar with the stone, and women who bave 
expensive jewels usually know something about 
them, 

“To-day a man isno more ashamed of going to a 
pawnbroker’s to get money than be is of going to the 
bank—in fact, he looks at it in much the same light, 
and there is less red tape involved and less delay. 
We hav@these partitioned places not for secrecy but 
for convenience and because in any establishment a 
man bas a right to transact his business with the 
prpprietor without being overheard. 

“I can illustrate the relation between pawnbroking 
and the bank by telling you that there is a woman who 
keeps a successful boarding house who invests all her 
savings atacertain pawnbroking establishment nota 
million miles away. She buys her diamonds there be- 
cause she can get better value for her money. 

“The woman I speak of has magnificent jewels and 
many of them, and all through the month she pawns 
them, one at a time, as she needs cash to carry on her 
business. Her boarders pay at the beginning of the 
month and then she blossoms out with rings, bracelets, 
a chatelaine watch, a jewelled belt and other things; 
one by one they disappear, and perhaps when the last 
day before pay day comes she may be reduced toa 
single ring. She says that this is easier for her than 
drawing checks, balancing books, &c., as she has not a 
mathematical mind.”’ 

It ison the Bowery, however, that pawnbroking in 
all its old-time glory is seen. In the little shops clut- 
tered up like a New England garret with all sorts and 
kinds of household effects voluble proprietors are glad 
in the slack moment of trade to tell their stories. They 
do not deny the fact that pathos stalks very close to 
the barred windows. To hear them you would think 
the business was carried on entirely from that point of 
view; that if they could money would be loaned by 
them without any consideration whatever. 

“The most curions thing we have offered here to be 
pawned are artificial limbs,’’saysone. ‘Often it has 
happened thata man has brought his arm or leg and 
asked for something on it, and once an old woman 
brought in a set of teeth. We gave her a little some- 
thing on them—we take everything.” 

While he is talking over the counter a foreign look- 
ing person steals in; and the pawnbroker and his new 
customer creep into a mass of shadows in a far corner. 
There is the sound of a stealthy opening of a drawer 
and a low toned conversation. When the pawnbroker 
emerges he has a satisfied smile and the Italian creeps 
out again, putting something in his pocket with a 
furtive peep over hisshoulder. Itis that furtive peep 
that betrays his nationality. 
who are accustomed to looking over the shoulder for 
the foe that steals up behind, 

The pawnbroker gives a little information that is not 
lacking in the interest that everything has in this 
place of human documents. 

“He has boughta stiletto. Every Italian in this part of 
town carries one. Some of them prefer the pistols, but 
the three faced stiletto is easier to handle, they con-

minded and gave him every 
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tend. The Chinese all carry pistols. Yes, there is a law 
in regard to concealed weapons, but it doesn’t hold 
down in the Mafia district. 

“If we should stop to listen to the hard luck stories 
people want to tell us we wouldn’t do anything else. 
They all want sympathy and they don’t mind you 
knowing all their troubles; In fact, that’s all the satis- 
faction they get out of life. But it isn't all pathos; there’s 
a funny side.too. You take the young chaps who 
come in here to get a ring for their steadies. They'll 
buy «a pretty fair imitation, say for $5, and when we've 
guaranteed that it'll last for a year or two they say 
‘Now, would you mind changing the mark; Just put 
a one before the five,so she'll think I’ve plunked 
down a fifteen, will yer?’ 

“Tt’s all right, you know. A feller’s gotto make a 
bluff when he’s courtin’a girl, ain’the? That ain’t no 
difference from the stockbroker that pretends to he 
makin’ ten thousand a year when he ain’t makin’ two. 
It’s all part of the game. Of course, we help the fellers 
out. 

“We help the girls, too. Lotsof timesa girl comes 
in and hands out a ring over the counter and says: 

* ‘Say, what can I getonthis?’ Well, we know the 
girl ain’t goin’ to pawn it. What she wants to know is, 
whether the young chap’s been deceivin’ her. Now, 
when a girl gets to that point of view where she’s sus- 
picious she might as well know the truth. She would 
sooner or later, anyway, and it’s the wise guy that 
knows it and helps her in the beginning to get rid of 
the wrong sweetheart and try again. So we say: 

* ‘Now, look here. That ain’t the real thing, and we 
can't give you anything on it.’ 

“‘*Not the real thing?’ she’ll say, and before she 
knows it she’s out with the whole story. 

“White sapphires are the favorite stones for imita- 
tion purposes. They area very good color and very 
brilliant, and many a girl down this way is wearing one 
and thinks she’s got the real thing. We always keep a 
lot of plush boxes on hand to put them in, for the 
fellers are all on to the fact that a plush box or a nice 
leather case makes a lot of difference to a girl, and you 
can put a cheap stone in and make quite a bluff. Of 
course, it sounds pretty bad to put it cold blooded this 
way, but it ain’t a bit worse than the man that gives his 
wife a house and she don’t know it’s mortgaged up to 
the electric button on the outside. 

“We have a great Brooklyn trade. Lots of times the 
door opens and a man comes in with asort of sneaking 
look and hands out grandfather’s timepiece and wants 
25 cents on it until the next day. We know just as 
soon as we look at him that he’s been up-town and run 
into some game, feminine or otherwise, and wants to 
get back to mother. It’sa long walk over the bridge 
on a cold night, so we 
help bim out, and the 
next day he comes in 
and gets back the watch. 
The other day a nice 
looking couple came in 
and he pawned her opera 
glasses. He said he had 
money enough when he 
started for the matinee, 
but she wanted to go toa 
swell place for tea and 
that upset him a bit. 
Next day the pretty girl 
came in and got the 
glasses.’’ 

Later the visit through 
the pawnbroking estab- 
lishments is supple- 
mented by a genuine 
story of woe told by a 
bachelor girl. At least 
once in every bachelor 
girl’s existence say those 
who have gathered sta- 
tistics on the subject, 
does she make a visit to 
the three-ball establish- 
ment. 

This girl admitted that 
it was her own fault— 
the fault of a two sus- 
ceptible nature that fell 
into the snare laid by 
the beguiling voice and 
manner of a youth 
whom she met but once 
and liked so much that 
she agreed to go to the 
theatre with him. Fate 
had not been kind to her 
in her imposed task of 
breaking away from the 
family tree, and at the 
moment she made the 
engagement she was 
waiting the first assign- 
ment promised on a cer- 
tain newspaper. 

The assignment came, 
finding ber on her knees 
in tears before her worn 
wardrobe wondering 
where she was to geta 
costume suitable for the 
occasion. She thrust the 
telegram guiltily aside 
and instead of going out 
on the mission took her 
one valuable possession, 
& grandmother’s dia- 
mond ring, old in set- 
ting, but with a valuable 
stone, and pawned it for 
enough to deck herself 
in plumes of glory—a 
blouse, gloves and fan. 

Night came and the 
hour appointed. Bache- 
lor girl sat palpitating on the edge of her chair. 
hour passed and no man appeared.

Betting Men Discuss Another Angle---Was Fitz Defeated in Thirteenth or 
Fourteenth Round---Suspicion of Crookedness---Gossip. 


Philadelphia Jack O’Brien’s 
future is « subject of much Interest to those who follow 
the doings of the prize ring heroes, and naturally the 
question whether he will continue in the fighting 
game until he holds undisputed the title of heavy- 
weight champion of the world remains to be answered.

That he aspires to that distinction was shown by the | 


alacrity he displayed in declaring his willingness to 
fight Jim Jeftries, the recognized champion. O'Brien 
like everybody else, whose Judgment merits consider- 
ation, contends that Jeffries had no right to bestow 
his title upon Marvin Hart after the latter defeated 
Jack Root, and believes that as the honor reverted 
back to Fitz after Jeffries retired, his victory 
over the Cornishman gives him the title beyond any 
question, In any event he is willing to argue this 
point in the ring with Jeff, and after him any others 
who think they are championship size. 

O’Brien explains his view of the controversy as 
follows: 

“I figure that I am entitled to the heavyweight 
championship. When Jeffries retired the title was 
without an owner. He could not give it away and the 
talk of the honors passing to Hart when he licked Root 
is all bosh, 

“Naturally the title went back to Bob Fitzsimmons 
and he, by right and popular award, was known as the 
champion, Bob Fitzsimmons, everyone will admit, 
was the greatest fighter of his weight in the world. He 
would never have lost the title to Jeffries had the 
bollermaker not been a giant, with many pounds ad- 
vantage over the Cornishman. 

“As it was Fitz met and was defeated by Jeffries, a 
fighting machine. The heavyweight championship 
passed with the battle. That made Jeffries the cham- 
pion heavyweight of the world, 

“Now, by retiring Jeffries gave up the title. It wasn’t 
his togive toany particular man. If it had been he 
could bave given it to a bantam as well as to Hart or 
Root. These men did not figure as entitied to it. There 
was but one man in the world who was entitled to it 
and who was stillinthe game. That was Bob Fitz- 
simmons. When the championship honors were 
given up by Jeftries they naturally went back to Fitz, 
who bad lost them to the Californian. Then Fitz 
agreed to meet me, and I was fortunate enough to beat 
him. That makes taetbechampion. Of that there 
can be no doubt.” 

There ig certairly a lot of wisdom in O’Brien’s argu- 
ment and in a spirit of fairness T am disposed to admit 
that with Jeffries out of the running, the Philadelphian 
has a clearer claim upon the title than any other living 
fighter. However, the matter could be easily and 
finally settled by O’Brien and Marvin Hart fighting for 
the title, In a well-made match —and O’Brien is certainly 
a clever hand at protecting himself when arrangements 
are being consummated, the latter has nothing to fear 
in a meeting with Hart, especially if the agreement 
called for a clean break, But O’Brien is not one of those 
pugilists who allows himself to be ensnared if he can 
heip it. 

At any rate, O'Brien is willing to stake his reputation 
against Hart's. Excepting his strength and youth, the 
Louisville man has little to recommend him, but at 
the same time he looks like the best card the promoters 

can find for O’Brien. Beating Root gave Marvin 
something of a chan:pionship prominence, and while 
he laid claim to the title, he was not taken seriously by 
the sporting world. Californians have seen O’Brien 
and Hart in action, and the consensus of opinion is 
that the Quaker City artist is his superior. In a finish 
fight Hart’s endurance and bulldog grit would stand 
him in good stead and he would have a chance of 
winning, but in & twenty-round bout O’Brien will be a 
2 tol favorite if they meet. Jack can box twenty 
rounds to beat four of a kind, and, barring Jeffries, he 
looks to hold all the heavies safe.

Kid Fitzgerald, another “champion,’’ whom I never 
heard of, McVickers, “the 9st. 6 champion of the U.8.,” 
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who wagered that he lost in that length of time are en- 
titled to the money. 

It is contended by some that as Fitzsimmons col- 
lapeed between the thirteenth and fourteenth rounds, 
or during the one minute intermission for rest, O’Brien 
did not beat bim in the thirteenth or fourteenth round. 
The Marquis of Queensberry rules says that each round 
must be of three minutes duration, with one minute 
rest. Some experts say that this minute has nothing to 
do with the rounds and is a distinct part of the fignt. 
But the fact remains that when pugilists corapile their 
records they make it their business to state explicitly 
that they defeated such and such a man in a certain 
number of rounds, no matter whether the round in 
which the defeat occurred lasted one second or the full 
three minutes. 

When pugilists used to fight under London prize ring 
rules, in which a knockdown constituted a round, they 
used to sum up their victory by saying that they won 
ip such and such atime. The number of rounds was 
not considered, even as to the time of rest. 

After the thirteenth round Fitzsimmons was in a 
pitiful plight. He was dead to the world for at least 
five minutes and could not have continued for the four- 
teenth round had hetried. In fights of this kind it is 
the usual custom for the timekeeper to ring the bell 
announcing the beginning of the nextround. Lf either 
of the fighters fail to respond, the one doing so is de- 
clared out of the fray and the stake and fruits of the 
victory go to the bruiser who is prepared to continue. 
Fitzsimmons’ seconds were working over him to re- 
store him to consciousness when Referee Graney took 
in the situation and realized the extent of the Cornisb- 
man’s condition. The news was immediately conveyed 
to the timekeeper, who failed toring the bell. It was 
not necessary for him to do so as Graney had already 
proceeded to O’Brien’s corner and announced to the 
crowd that he was the winner. 

There was nothing seemingly the matter with the ex- 
champion when he started for his chair when the gong 
sounded completing the thirteenth. The fainting spell 
did not come from nothing. O’ Brien contributed toward 
it and Fitz helped it on through bis exertions in the 
ring. O’Brien got to Bob’s body in the thirteenth, and

Iam not surprised that the question of the 
genuineness of Jack O’Brien’s victory over Fitzsim- 
mons has arisen. That story about the latter “laying 
down” to Jim Hallin Australia bas always caused Fitz 
to be looked upon with more or less suspicion, and now 
a man who saw the recent fightin ’Frisco has arrived 
in New York with a story to the effect that the men 
had a perfect understanding. “There was a job,’’ he 
says, “and a close combination of sporting men who 
control the fighting game on the Coast got all the 
money. Furthermore, Fitzsimmons really got 75 per 
cent of the purse, and did nottry a yard. O’Brien got 
the glory, but Fitz. who needed the money, gotit easily. 
Those wbo were in on the play bet heavily on O’Brien 
to win and also on the number of the rounds. Fitz put 
up & poor argument in the ring and was evidently 
shamming when he became exhausted in his corner. 

“Fitz is a wonderful actor when it comes to feigning 
injury in a fight, and everybody who knows anything 
about the game will back me up in this. Six months 
ago he nearly knocked O’Brien out in a six-round bout 
in Philadelphia, so that it seems hard to believe the old 
age dodge when so short a time has elapsed. If Fitz 
and O'Brien should meet on the level "Bob would win 
in jig time. The fact that the referee, after the recent 





encounter, made an uncalled for declaration that there 
was no fake, was enoagh to satisfy me there was some- 
thing doing.” 

In spite of this version of the mill, however, there 
has been no similar outcry from the sporting mer who 
sat around the ring and saw O’Brien come home the 


winner.

When poor old Peter Maher cgn come out 
and win a fight, there’s even a chance for Jobn L. Sul- 
livan. Maher, who was generally regarded as a back 
number some time ago, came out into the limelight 
again the other night by knocking out an obscure boxer 
named Morris Harris in three rounds at a Philadelphia 
club. Maher was knocked down, however, in the sec- 
ond round and took the count, but he finally put an 
end to his opponent witb a terrific smash on the jaw. 
It will not be at all surprising if some enterprising 
manager now takes bold of Maher, and in his behaif 
issues a challenge to fight Jack O’Brien or some of the 
other heavies. But that would be about all, for Maher 
could not be expected to prove a drawing card. Be- 
cause of a pronounced yellow streak Maher lost a chance 
to become the champion of the world, for no fighter,’ 
including Jeff and Fitz, ever could hit a more powerful 
blow.

For the benefit of those who believe that 
Jeffries will some day emerge from the seclusion of his 
ranch and re-establish bis claim to the title of cham 
pion, he himself came out with a flat-footed deniai of 
any such intention when he was disturbed the other 
day by a ubiquitous reporter and informed that Phila- 
delpbia Jack O’Brien had expressed his willingness to 
meet the big fellow, and asked whether he (Jeffries) 
would consent to enter the ring; the retired one 
rammed a mighty paw in his overalls pocket and 
made this answer: 

“ Is there any chance that I will fight O’Brien? Not 
achance, Not one. I'll spell it out for you if you 
think you don’t understand it, and I’m willing to set it 
to music and sing it—whistle it—draw a diagram of it 
—any old thing so long as you understand and make it 
plain that I do not intend to fight again. Yes, that’s 
the answer: I’ve retired and I mean it. 

“It wasn’t a very easy thing to wina world’s cham- 
pionship, but I’m finding it harder to let go of it than 
it ever was for me to get it in the first place. The fight 
promoters and thesporting writers will not let me alone 
in this proposition. I bave never lied to them in my 
life, and when I made up my mind to retire I told them 
so—and I didn’t hold anything back. I simply stepped 
out -that was all. I do not intend to let anybody in- 
fluence me in this matter. I know my own business 
best, and I am on the level when I gay [ will not fight 
O’Brien or any other man. I am done with the game.” 

That doesn’t sound like coming from a man who has 
any intention of changing - ye 


Jack O’Brien’s victory over Bob Fitzsim- 
mons still further complicates the championship ques- 
tion, and an interesting discussion can easily be started 
anywhere among fight followers as to who is really the 
heavyweight champion. Some say that Jeffries is the 
holder of the title because he has never been defeated, 
and that he has no right under the rules of the ring to 
bestow the honors upon another pugilist without a 
battle. Others insist that Marvin Hart, who was re- 
cently pronounced the champion by Jeffries before the 
latter retired, is the leading heavyweight for the reason 
that he eannot get a match with the Boilermaker and 
stands ready to eee - against all comers. 


There is no disputing the fact that fight 
followers would rather see Tommy Ryan fight O’Brien 
than any other man in theworld. For years they bave 
been disputing their respective claims to the middle- 
weight title, and a question of a couple of pounds alone 
prevented a meeting. Ryan, so I have been informed, 
has himself taken on so much weight that he would 
to-day find it difficult to get within the middleweight 
limit. This leaves an opening for a match at 162 
pounds, which O’Brien has always demanded. Ryan 
has for & long time too, been on the ailing list, and the 
outcome of a match would much depend upon how 
well Tommy is. Hesays he has been cured, but this 
must be taken with a grain of salt unless Ryan elects 
to place a substantial forfeit guaranteeing bis appear- 
ance and weight. When Ryan does this it is an assur- 
ance that he is all right and believes in his ability to 
win. Ryan is not one of those individuals who believe 
in throwing money away even for the sake of satisfy- 
ing a popular demand to see him fight. He knows his 
little book too well,and when he tackles O’Brien his 
friends may be assured that he means business. 


Wrestling enthusiasts in the East are 
looking forward to a genuine treat if Fred Beel, the 
Wisconsin Wonder, and the old mat campaigner Tom 
Jenkins meet in a proposed match at Madison Square 
Garden. Harvey Parker, who discovered Beel’s ability, 
is coming to New York to see Harry Pollock, Jenkins’ 
manager, about having the match decided. Pollock is 
ready to go on with the struggle. In fact, he has been 
prepared to do business with Beel ever since Beel made 
such a fine showing against the ex-champion last 
Spring. Beel and Jenkins wrestled im private for 
$1,000 a side, about fifty friends of each wrestler at- 
tending. Beel got the first fall, and it looked as it he 
would take the veteran intocamp. Butthe ring was 
too small,and when Beel got his man into a corner 
Jenkins edged toward the wall and in this way Beel 
was prevented from executing his favorite roll trick, 
which enabled him to throw Jenkins the first time. 

Jenkins is at West Point, where he is instructing the 
cadets in the art of wrestling. He has made a success, 
and is very popular with bis pupils. Working on the 
mat steadily has enabled Jenkins to keepin good con- 
dition, and if the match is held about two weeks hard 
labor will get him in first class shape. Beel has been 
on the road ever since the season began and is in the 
best of fettle. Regarding the proposed bout, Parker 
says: “All that I will insist on is that the match be 
decided in a twenty-four foot ring. The last time we 
met in an enclosure about half this size,and Beel got 
the worst of the bargain. The size of the ring saved 
Jenkins and we do not care to have a repetition of that 
affair. I lost $1,000 by backing Beel in that bout, but I 
do not care, for I got the opportunity that I longed for, 
and that was to show Beel before a metropolitan 
crowd. Bee! is anxious to wrestle Jenkins during the 
second or third week in January for a side of $1,000 or 
for a portion of the gate receipts.”’
